recognise the second 
premise, and this os 
stimulated more talk. of 
“victory” and of the French 
winning the upper hand, 


N the other hand, given the 
elreumstances which the 
French are seeking, there is 
little doubt that Paris would 
engerly grasp the oppor. 
iuuity to halt) the Indo- 
China war, Purely from the 
viewpoint oof her own 
security France ia naturally 
anxious to be able to dis- 
engage her troops from 
Indo-China and leave 
defence responsibilities to 
the growing Vietnam Army, 
This poirt was underscored 
yesterduy by MM. Pleven 
when he observed that he 
and his fellow Minister 
“found Vietnumese leaders 
fully conscious that {h- 
dependence cannot be 
achieved by the transfer of 
civil services, [t necessarily 
involves the gradual trans- 
fer of the main burden of 
military defence.” It is, in 
fact, the accepted policy of 
the French Government to 
enlarge the Vietnam armed 
services, through American 
assistance, so that the 
Associated States can look 
after thelr own problema of 
Jnaintaining internal 
security and order.

Eccentric, Fanatic 


Until the cold — struck this 
winter and the death roll began 
to mount, Father Pierre was 
regurded by some hs an 
eceentric, by others as a fanatic, 

Today, the photograph of his 
lean, ascetic face, wing a 
curious resemblance to that of 
Salut Francis of Asaisi, appenra 
in Overy newspaper, His voice 
has appealed to millions through 


thelr radio sets. His namo is a 
household word. 

The Abbe Plerre was born In 
Lyons, the son of a rich silk 
merchant who sent his son to 
study at o Jesult college. His 
name then was Henri Groues, 
but he took pseudonym 
“Abbe Pierre” In the wartime 
resistance movement and has 
been known by It ever since.

Elected MP 


Hoa served ous Navy chaplain 
In Notth Africa and France, 
and In 1945 entered the lists for 
the first Constituent Assembly 
as Popular Republican candidate 
for Longwy. 

He was alected 
again in 1046, to the first 
National Assembly. Through- 
out his parliamentary carcer, 
he fought for the workers and 
the dispossessed, and finnily 
broke with his party over 
Government strike - brenking 
methods in Brest, He remained 
In the Assembly — as an inde- 
pendent until 1951, when he 
decided not to stand for re- 
election, 

It was while he was a Deputy 
that the Abbe Pierre became 
the friend of the homeless— 
because he was homeless him- 
self, Driven out of his com- 
fortable Mat near the Parllament 
bulldings by high rent, he 
scoured the city for accommoda- 
tion until he came across a 
lavge, delepidated two-floor villa 
surrounded by a 5,000-square 
metre park in the suburb of 
Neullly+Plaisance. : 

The house, nbandoned before 
World Wor II, had been pillaged 
by passing soldiers. The rain 
seeped through its sngging roof 
to the collar, There, were no 
windows, no elcctricity, no heat- 
Ing and no ceilings. No one 
wanted it and = the rent was 
negligible. 

The Abbe Plerre moved in 
patched up the building himself 

named the = property 
“Emmaus”, gacer the biblical 
village on the road to which 
Christ appeared to two disciples 
ofter His Resurrection. 


Strange Colony Born 


One freezing winter -night, 
the -pfricst found, a family 
huddled under the trees of. the 
Vincennes woods, Two children 
hod died from the cold, a third 
was dying.
